Harold Zenz, secretary and field 
director for the county planning 
commissicn, stated today that thc 
committee appointed by the com- 
mission to make a survey and as- 
semble data regarding the propos- 
ed airport construction between 
Foothill ‘soulevard and Thirteenth 
street, west of Benson avenue, has 
completed its duties and will give 
a full and complete report at the 
meeting in San Bernardino Friday 
afternoon. Dewey M. Cable, San 
Dimas, has in escrow 60 acres in 
that area and stands ready to be- 
gin airport construction in the 
event the commission approves 
the plan. 

The investigating committee of 
the county planning commission is 
composed of J. H. Patterson, Fon: 
tana E. T. Ham, city engineer ana 
member of the commission, of Sar 
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Bernardino; and. Abe] Armstrong. 
of Ontario, commissioner. 

Considerable objection to the 
airport’s location has been voiced, 
according.to Mr. Zenz, who states 
that J. R. Shoemaker, consulting 
engineer of Claremont, has made @ 
definite recommendation against 
the site. The matter of maintain- 
ing adequate flood control enters 
into the situation as it now 
stands and some authorities claim 
that it endangers that project be- 
cause the site stands in a spot 
which is the last available tract 
upon which flood waters might be 
spread for the Chino basin, it was 
explained. It is claimed that the 
Chino basin is now overdrawn. The 
advisory committee of Zone One 
asks that the permit be denied be 
cause of those objections. 

The city council of Upland har 
made no objection to the location 
of the airport and the Los Angeles 
regional planning commission has 
reported that no objection can be 
yaised from \that quarter insofar 
as the project’s compliance ‘with 
the master airport plan set forth 
by that body. 

A. E. Weller, county flood con¢ 
trol legal ccunsel, questions the 
advisability of approval declaring 
that the sites’ development would 
cause a diversion of flood waters 
in a westward direction. 

The pros and cons will be thresh- 
ed out at Friday’s meeting, the 
cutcome of which may decide the 
fate of Cable’s airport plan.

The associa- 
tion figures were arrived at as the 
result of a survey of elementary 
school enrollment records,. public 
utility connection records and em- 
ployment records.

coccus citri) has been found this 
year in 70 acres in the Upland dis- 
trict where it has not been known 
previously, it was revealed today.

prison and a second rescue of the 
imprisoned soldiers was made. The 
Japs, in fatalistic frenzy, banged 
their way through the guards and 
fired the prison at midnight and 
when the internees finally were 
taken to complete freedom they 
were still apprehensive as to what 
might happen. i 

The corporal weighed about 170 
pounds at the time of his capture, 
but when released had dropped to 
112 pounds. He is now back to 167 
pounds and a physical examination 
in San Francisco revealed him to 
be in excellent condition despite 
the rigors of Jap domination, 

All of Cpl: McClellan's careful- 
ly kept records, including a diary 
and two unfinished stories of his 
experiences, were destroyed in the 
prison fire.

Million May Seek 
Jobs After War 


In a year after military demob- 
ilization 666,000 to 835,000 jobs 
will be lost in California with 169,- 
000 to 406,000 of the number be- 
ing replaced by peacetime jobs, ac- 
cording to a report by the Cali- 
fornia State Reconstruction and 
Re-employment commission ap- 
pearing in Post-war California, a 
monthly digest published by the 
bureau of public administration on 
the Berkeley campus of the Uni- 
versity of California. 


During the war California has 
gained more new jobs and workers 
than any other state, with the 
number of employed women in- 
creasing 78 per cent and the num- 
ber of male civilian workers _in- 
creasing 26 per cent, the report!
